The presence 
of factories in every Ohio and Pennsyl- 
vania town makes us Kentuckians wish 
for a generous infusion of Yankee thrift 
and enterpri.se into our Kentucky towns.

No Continuance on Account of Ab- 
sence of Defense’s Witnesses. 



6i>ecinl BnlliffH Will Be Provided 
and Conii»ulMory I*rooeHM (irunted 

In Ortler to llrinK .Them Into 
Court if XeoenMary. 

Frankfort, Ky., July 10. — The cases 
of the commonwealth against Yout- 
sey, Power.s, Davis, Whittaker and 
Combs, charg-ed with complicity in 
the murder of W'm. Goebel at Frank- 
fort January 30, were called before 
.ludg’e (’antrill on a change of venue 
Monday. Jiy order of court all per- 
sons who entered the courtroom 
were .searched. 

The work of .selecting a jury was 
first entered upon and the panel of 
those summoned to draw from was 
read. The attorneys for the defen.se 
were sworn in as follows: Ex-Gov. 

J. H. Brown, Plx-Congressman W’. G. 
Owens, Judge J. C. Sims, R. C. Kin- 
kead, Ed Parker, K. Nelson, L. J. 
Crawfcrd, K. E. Roberts, Geo. Denny, 
W. G. Dunlap, F. Clay Elkin, D. G. 
Falconer, Judge J. H. Tinsley, G. N. 
Philips, and John M. Stevenson. For 
the prosecution: R. B. Franklin, T. 

C. Campbell, 'Victor F. Bradley, and B. 
G. Williams. 

The case against Caleb Powers was 
the first called. The prosecution ask- 
ed for and was granted an order on 
the jailor of Franklin county to bring 
liim as witnesses suspects Culton and 
Noaks, who are in jail at Frankfort. 

Ninety-seven witnesses for the pros- 
ecution w'ere called, and the prosecu- 
tion announced ready for trial. The 
court then announced that the de- 
fense would be g%-en till 2:30 to make 
up its list of witnes.ses, and it will de- 
velop whether the Power’s case will 
go to trial. Power’s attorneys say 
that their present plans are to go 
into trial, but it is not absolutely 
certain. 

Georgetown, Ky., July 11. — Interest 
in the Goebel suspects’ trials promi.ses 
to be almost as intense as it was in 
the killing itself shortly after the deed 
was • committed. The prosecution 
claims that it will spring damaging 
testimony, which will convict all of 
the accused parties. Robert Noak.s, 
who was arrested in West Virginia 
about two weeks ago, is said to have 
made some .startling statements. 

When court convened Tue.sday 
morning everybody was searched for 
weapons as usual. John Hendricks 
took his seat with the attorneys for 
the prosecution. The witnesses for 
the defense were called ‘and at the 
conclusion .Attorney John Young 
Brown stated that but 29 had an- 
swered out of 117. This broiight Com- 
monwealth’s Attoriv'y Franklin to his 
feet with a plea for an immediate 
trial and the defense asked for time 
to prepare an affidavit for a contin- 
uance. Judge Cantrill asked how long 
would be needed, and the time was set 
for 2 o’clock Tuesday afternoon. Wit- 
nesses and jurors were dismissed until 
t) o’clock Wednesday morning. It now 
seems to be the plan of the defense 
to fight for delay and postponement. 

The attorney's for the defense will 
claim in a demurrer to the indictment 
that Powers can not be tried as an ac- 
cessory unless .some one is charged 
with being the principal in the Goe- 
bel assassination. 

Georgetown, Ky., .Inly 12. — The mo- 
tion of the defense for a continuance 
in the case of ex-Secretary of State 
Caleb Powers, charged with being an 
accessory to the Goebel murder, came 
up before Judge ('antrill at 9 o’clock 
Wednesday morning. 

'1 ne motion for a continuance was 
overruled. At the conclusion of his 
examination of the papers filed, the 
court said he found that no effort 
had been made to subpoena witnesses 
who are now out of the state till late 
in June, and clearly it was the fault 
of the defense that these witnesses 
are not present, and as to other wit- 
nesses, he found most of them exe- 
cuted with service of process and that 
they can be forced to appear here. The 
court, therefore, overruled the mo- 
tion for a continuance, and notified 
the defense that they might have at- 
tachments issued returnable next 
Tuesday for all absent witnes.ses, and 
said special bailiffs would be provided 
and compulsory process granted in or- 
der to bring witnesses here if it is 
<lesired. 

Tlie work of selecting a jury was 
then begun. The regular venire of 
jurymen was first called, and out of 
that number only six were seated in 
the jury box. 

Those selected are, of course, sub- 
ject to peremptory challenge by 
cither side later on, so there is no 
certainty of any of them sitting as 
jurors. 

Judge Cantrill ordered Sheriff Shuff 
to summon an extra venire of 100 cit- 
^izens-, who are to be tested for jury 
Jservic^.'

MORE DEAD BODIES. 

Altogether Si.xty Have Been Taken From 
the Burnell Steamer .Saale— -Vlany 
Corpses Are In the Hull. 

New’ York, July 12. — Twenty-four 
more bodies ha\e been recovered from 
the hull of the burned steamship | 
Saale, which makes the total number 
of dead taken from this ship alone 
00. Most of the bodies were so badly 
burned or. mutilated that recognition 
was impossible, but several were iden- 
tified by initials or names on articles 
taken from parts of .clothing that 
.sometimes remained. All of them ap- 
peared to be of workmen in the holds 
of the steamship. 

Great pumps were worked in the 
Saale and the vessel floated. The ship 
was in nine or ten feet of mud, and 
when she finally’ freed her.self from 
this mud .she seemed to jump fully 
two feet out of the water. Tugs un- 
dertook to swing the stern of ‘the 
Saale toward the middle of the bar. 
The mud bank on her starboard side 
resisted, and after an hour’s lugging 
the attempt was abandoned. The ship 
probably will have to be towed out 
backward over the course she came in. 

After the ninth body had been 
brought up the men at work in the 
hold, in the search for bodies, an- 
nounced that they had counted 15 
piled in a heaj) in the steward’s room. 
The door of this room was found 
locked. The fire did not get near the 
unfortunate 15, and their lives might 
have been .saved but for the breaking 
of ?he gla.ss in the windows. When 
the windows were broken the room 
filled with water and they’ .were 
drowned like rats in a trap. These 
bodies were in a better state of pres- 
ervation than the nine found before 
them. 

One hundred and fifty-nine bodies 
of victims have been recovered and 
eight more are known to be on the 
Saale, having been located, but not 
taken out. This makes 167 bodies re- 
covered from the ship, river and the 
bay'. One other body was found off 
Roekaway, making the total thus far 
168. 

BOYCOTT AGAIN IN FORCE. 

Renewal of the Strike on the St. 
I.onls Traetion Co.’s Lines 
Causes .\o Disturbance. 

St. Loni.s, July 11. — The renewal of 
the strike on the St. Louis Transit 
C'o.’s lines was followed by a renewal 
of the general boycott w’hich proved 
so effective just prior to the settle- 
ment arrived at on July 2. Perfect 
quiet marked the continuance of both 
strike and boy’cott, and the only evi- 
dence of the strike and boycott was 
the fact that on some of the north 
and south lines patronage dropi>ed 
very materially. The lines travers- 
ing the central portion of the city 
showed no diminution in traffic. All 
the cars are running as u.sual, w’ith 
their full equipment of men. 

There is a general feeling of dis- 
pleasure among the people over the 
renewal of the trouble, and the senti- 
ment is that it was unnecessary and 
should have been averted. The com- 
pany declares that it has all the men 
it needs to operate the cars and that 
the calling on of the strike again will 
not make the slightest difference in 
keeping time schedules. The men, 
however, state that it will make con- 
siderable difference in the receipts of 
the comiiany’, and e.xpre.ss the belief 
that the boycott will be stronger than 
it w’as before the settlement of .luly 2. 

St. Louis, .luly 12. — Cars are run- 
ning on all the Transit Co’s lines 
about as usual, but it is noticeable 
that the number of wagons and other 
vehicles carrying pa.s.sengers has in- 
creased during the past two days. 

A statement of the position of the 
striker.s, reviewing the strike since 
its inception, has been given to the 
public. In the closing paragraph the 
statement declares that, in the opin- 
ion of the union, a fair settlement of 
the strike can not be obtained while 
Mr. Baumhoff remains in the position 
of general manager. 

RECIPROCITY WITH GERMANY. 

The I.onic Expected Doenment Is 
Finally Sisned and Will Soon 
• Be I'nt in Force. 

Washington, July 11. — The long ex- 
pected reciprocity arrangement be- 
tween the United States and Germany 
has been effected. Secretary’ Hay and 
the German ambassador have sub- 
scribed to the convention, and the 
president will issue his proclamation 
putting the new duties in force in the 
course of a few da^sj. 

The arrangement is generally simi- 
lar in terms to the first arrangement 
made with France, and abates duties 
on still wines, argols, paintings and 
statuary from Germany entering the 
Unitetl States. It does not require the 
approval of the senate, being drawn 
under .section 4 of the Dingley act. 

Hobart’s Estate. 

New York, July 11. — The inventory 
of the per.sonal estate of the late vice 
pre.sident, Garrett A. Hobart, was 
filed with the surrogate at Paterson, 
N. .1. It appraises the late vice pres- 
ident’s wealth at $2,628,441. Mr. Ho- 
bart held bonds in 26 corporations and 
stock in over 1(K). 

Sh&K Hook Removed. 

San Francisco, July 12. — The work 
of removing Shag rock, which has 
been a menace to .shipping in this har- 
bor, is completed. The work of re- 
moving Arch rock, which obstructs 
the channel near Alcatraz island, will 
now l>e commenced. 

Millionaire Killed. 

Allentown, Pa., July 12. — Tulward 
W. Trexler, aged 73 years, of .Allen- 
town, a retired millionaire lumber 
dealer, was .struck by a Philadelphia 
ic Reading freight train and in.stantly 
' killed while drivinc’. 



The British Troops Drive the Boers 
Out of the Town of Bethlehem. 



The Total CaHnaltien In the British 

Forces ns a Hesnlt of the War 
in South Africa Is 48,1S.S 
Olfleers and Men. 

London, July 11. — Lord Roberts has 
sent the following dispatch to the 
war office, dated at Pretoria, July 10: 

“Clements’ and Paget's forces en- 
tered Bethlehem July 7. The former, 
on nearing the town, sent in a flag of 
truce, demanding its surrender, which 
was refused by De Wet, when Paget, 
making a wide turning movement, 
succeeded in getting hold of the ene- 
m\’’s most important position, cover- 
ing the town. This was carried before 
dark by’ the Munster fusiliers and the 
Yorkshire light infantry. This morn- 
ing the attack was continued, and by 
noon the town was in our pos.session 
and the enemy’ was in full retreat. 

“Our casualties were four officers 
and 32 men of the Munsters wounded; 
one missing; Capt.s. McPherson and 
Weakes and Lieut. Conway severely, 
and Lieut. Boyd-Rochefort, Scottish 
ritle.s, slightly wounded; seven men 
of the Yorkshires wounded; one 
killed; two wounded of the imperial 
yeomanry. Paget reports that but 
for the accurate practice of the 38th 
royal artillery and the fourth city im- 
perial batteries the casualties would 
have l>een many more. 

“Baden-Powell reached Rustenburg 
during the evening of July’ 8 without 
opposition. He found all quiet there 
and public confidence satisfactory. 

“Further information regarding the 
capture of Bethlehem has now been 
received from Clements. He states 
that the country there is broken and 
difficult. Consequently his and Pa- 
get’s cavalry were unable to make 
any wide turning movement. Clem- 
ents attacked one position, while 
Paget attacked another. The position 
assailed by Clements w’as gallantly 
captured by the Royal Irish, who cap- 
tured a gun of the 77th battery lost 
at .Stormberg. The list of casualties 
has not yet been received, but Clem- 
ents states they are few, considering 
the .strength of assaulted po.sitions. 

“Hunter’s cavalry under Broadwood 
reached Bethlehem July 8. Hunter 
with his main force w’as within nine 
miles of the town when Clements dis- 
patched his reports.” 

The war office has issued another 
casualty list from South Africa show- 
ing that during the week ending July 
7 there were killed, wounded or cap- 
tured 15 officers and 180 men; acci- 
dental deaths, 2 men; died of' disease, 
4 officers and 194 men; invalided 
home, 7 officers and 1,306 men. The 
total casna/ties as a result of the war 
are 48,188 officers and men. 

Pretoria, .Inly ,12. — The British 
SUCCC.S.S at Bethlehem has considerably 
improved the prospects for peace, it is 
.said. The whole of the government 
of President Steyn, of the Orange 
Free State, has surrendered, except 
President Steyn him.self. Those of- 
ficials who are prisoners have been 
allowed to communicate with Presi- 
dent Steyn for the purpose of at- 
tempting to prove to him the n.se- 
le.ssness of a continuance of the .strug- 
gle, which can only produce blood- 
shed without any counterbalancing 
arguments. The collapse of the for'^s 
of Gen. DeWet is expected daily. Ttie 
Boers here say that the men have 
taken a solemn oath not to personally 
surrender, but they are beginning to 
see the n.selessness of sacrificing life 
to personal wishes. It is expected 
that when Gen. Botha learns of the 
defeat of his colleague he will gladly 
enter into conferences looking to the 
establishment of peace. The need of 
more civil administrators is urgent 
and the neeees.sity for their appoint- 
ment is becoming daily more ap- 
parent. Intelligent administrators, 
with a knowledge of the people, could 
undoubtedly greatly aid in the future 
.settlement of difficulties, inasmuch 
as a frank feeling in favor of sub- 
mission is prevalent among the Boers, 

IS HELEN GOULD TO WED? 

It U Reported That a Dayton, O., 
Phtlanthropint Haa ' Won Her 
Heart— Hi* Ideal W’onian, 

New York, July 11. — A current ru- 
mor in swell society circles says that 
John H. Patterson, the well-know’n 
philanthropist, of Dayton, O., has won 
the heart of Helen Gould. It is 
known that a friendship of long 
standing exists betw’een them. The 
Dayton manufacturer never comes to 
New' York without visiting Miss Gould 
at her Fifth avenue home. If she is 
not there he journeys on to her fam- 
ous country place at Irvington-on-the- 
Hudson. Miss Gould’s friends say she 
is alw’ays glad to see him. Friends are 
eagerly awaiting the outcome of the 
friendship between the two. 

Dayton, O., July 11. — Rumors of 
the marriage of John H. Patterson 
and Helen Gould w’ere rife a year ago. 
.At that time Patterson made a posi- 
tive denial of the report. Now he re- 
fiLses. to talk about the matter. 

Bloeinfonteiu to Be the Capital. 

Cape Town, July 12. — It is under- 
stood that at the close of the war in 
South .Africa Bloemfontein will be the 
headquarters of the commander-in-, 
chief, the seat of the South African 
court of ap|>ea}s and eventually the 
federal capital of South Africa. 

Dead in the Bath Tab. 

New York, July 12.— Rev. Dwight 
Gulloup, pastor of St. Paul’s Episco- 
pal church, of Newark, N. J., was 
found dead in the bath room of his 
parsonage in that city, aged 29 years. 
He had been suffering for some time.

Charleston, W. A’a., July 12. — The 
feature of the republican state con- 
vention here was the keynote speech 
of Senator Stephen B. Elkins as tem- 
porary chairman. The addresses of 
Hon. ('has. T. Caldwell in pre.senting 
the name of Hon. A. B. White for 
governor and of Mr. White in accept- 
ing the nomination were notably 
brilliant. 

Mr. White was nominated by ac- 
clamation amid the wildest scene of 
the da^’. He was then escorted to the 
liall, and in accepting the nomination 
discus.sed state issues at length. 

Mr, White has been an editor and a 
member of the state and other cam- 
paign committees for years. He is 44 
years old, but has been in politics 
ever .since he graduated at Marietta 
college in 1876. He was internal reve- 
nue collector under Harrison as well 
as under McKinley. He is a son of E. 
E. White, the author and educator. 
Mr, White made a strong speech of 
acceptance and was received with re- 
peated ovations. 

The heated contest for auditor of 
state was not settled when the con- 
vention adjourned, with J. K. Hall 
now such a leader that the field is 
concentrating against him. 



TRAIN HELD UP. 

RobherM Blew the ExpresM Safe and 
Seeiired About $10,<NK> — Fireman 
Wrm Badly Wuanded. 

Paducah, Ky., July 12. — The Illinois 
('entral fast train from New’ Orleans 
to ( hicago was held up and robbed 
Wednesday morning at 1:20 o’clock 
two miles south of Wickliffe, Ky. The 
train was flagged, and when it stop- 
ped the bandits entered the cab. The 
fireman, J. J. Fryisch, was knocked 
in the luad with the butt of a re- 
volver and badly hurt. The robbers, 
six in number, cut off the engine and 
express car and ran a mile and a half 
to Fort Jefferson, near the Ohio river 
and within sight of the Missouri 
shore. Here they blew, the express 
.siife and .secured all the valuables it 
contained. They left the engine and 
looted car and crossed in Missouri. 
They dropped one package containing 
$700 on the Kentucky side and another 
jiackage on the Missouri side, both of 
which were recovered Wednesday 
morning. The robbers overpowered 
ihe express men and made them get 
off the train, but did not attempt to 
mole.st others on the train, which car- 
ried a large load of pa.ssengers. Wed- 
nesday morniug a special train with 
bloodhounds and an armed posse left 
division headquarters at Jackson, 
Tenn., for tke .scene, and it is under- 
stood Afissouri officers are hot on the 
'robber.s’ trail. .About $10,060 was se- 
cured in addition to the money dro|>- 
ped by the robbers. 



TRANSPORTS CHARTERED. 

A Larare Stock of SahNlKtence Storca 
anti .-%bout AnimnlN Will 

Be Sent to Manila. 

Washington, July 12. — Arrange- 

ments are making by the quartermas- 
ter’s department of the army for the 
transportation of a large stock of 
subsistence stores and about 4,000 an- 
imals (horses and mules) to Manila 
for the benefit of the troops ordered 
to that country. Present transport 
fleet was Insufficient for the extra de- 
mands which have been made upon it. 
Negotiations have been closed for the 
charter of the Californian, a large 
freight ship, and for the Athenian, 
Kiltuck, Pak Ling and Almond 
Branch, all now at Seattle. 

In addition to these ve.ssels, ar- 
rangements have been made for the 
immediate return to the Unitetl States 
of the animal transports Port Albert' 
and Port Stephens, both of which are 
in Asian waters. 

Future of Hawaii. 

San Francisco, July 12, — At a recep- 
tion tendered M. M. Estee, chief jus- 
tice of Hawaii, prior to his departure 
for Honolulu to assume his duties. 
Associate Justice Brown, of the Unit- 
ed States .supreme court, who was one 
of the speakers, .said: “As to Hawaii, 

whatever may be said of imperialism 
and lilt quest. oi:s that have reci*;ill,v 
arisen," I hiave always hoped that Ha- 
waii w’ould be a territory of the Unit- 
ed States. It is just and right that 
the land civilized by us and populated 
rnd developed by our people should 
lie under our flag. It *.s ii.:*ht that 
there should be fijee trade betw’een us 
and them, to the great advantage of 
both peoples.” 

B. Y. P. L’. Convention. 

Cincinnati, July 12. — It is estimated 
that fully 10,000 visitors are in the 
city in attendance at the Baptist 
A’oung People’s union convention. 
The convention opened in Music hall 
at 9:30 with addresses of welcome by 
Dr. Warren G. I’artridge and W. B. 
Melish. of Cincinnati, President A. G. 
Slocum, of Kalamazoo, responding. 
Reports of Secretary Chivers and 
Treasurer Moody were read. Prof, 
tleorge B. Eager, of Louisville, and 
Dr. .A. C. Dixon, of Brooklyn, N. Y., 
look up the rest of the first session.

— The Sea- 
board -Air line has filed in the courts 
here a mortgage for .$75,000,000, The 
mortgage is to cover the issue of 50- 
year four per cent, gold bonds and is 
execntetl to the Continental Tru.st 
Co., of Baltimore, Md.

They Attacked French Settlement 
and Were Routed by Russians. 



The Situation at Tlen-Tuln Mnat Be 
Very Critical, and Relief Is Al- 
moHt IinpoMhlhle Before Sep- 
tember 1— More OntraRes. 

i.ondon, .July 12.— The Expre.ss pub- 
lishes a dispatch from Tien-Tsin, dat- 
ed Friday last, via Che-Foo, saying: 
“Gen. Ma has defeated the allied 
troops and reoccupied the Chinese 
ea.stern arsenal, after inflicting great 
loss upon its defenders. The engage- 
ment lasted six hours and was fought 
with great determination by both 
sides. The Chinese were eventually 
to utilize the effective giin.s of the fort 
abutting on the city walls near the 
Tao Tai's yamen, the allied troops 
suffering severely from lack of heavy 
gnus and cavalry. 

"The Japanese commander sent an 
u:’gent ajipeal to hurry reinforce- 
ments, as the allies were in imminent 
danger of a general defeat,” 

New’ A’ork, July 12 . — A di.spatch 
from Shanghai says: 

An edict of the empre.ss dowager 
promulgated on June 30 has just 
l)een publi.shed in Shanghai. Her 
majesty expresses sorrow for the 
death qf Baron A’on Ketteler, the Ger- 
man minister, who, she .says, went to 
the Tsung Li Yamen on the day of 
his death against her wishes. 

Her majesty e.xpresses regret that 
the capture of the Taku forts should 
have complicated matters, but orders 
that the Boxers be suppressed and 
the foreign legations in Peking be 
protected. The whole tone of the 
edict is to hol^ the foreigners blame- 
able for the gravity of the crisis. 

Washington,? July 12. — Wu Ting 
Fang, the Chinese minister to this 
country, came to the state depart- 
ment in person Wednestlay morning 
and delivered to Secretary Hay a 
copy of a cablegram received by him 
purporting to be from the Chinese 
imperial government, believed to have 
originated at the Chinese war de- 
partment, di.sclaiming responsibility 
on the part of the imperial govern- 
ment for the “Boxer” troubles, and 
asserting that the engagement at 
Tien-Tsin was the direct Result of the 
bombardment of Takii forts by the 
foreigners. 

Berlin. July 12. — The German con.sul 
at Che-Foo telegraphs that the gov- 
ernor of Shantung announces that, 
according to reports on July 4, the 
fon^ign ministers at Peking were out 
of danger and the revolt was decreas- 
irig. 

German con.sul at Tien-Tsin cables 
that the foreign settlements were 
continuaiiy bombarded by the Chi- 
nese from July 5 to 8. On July 6 
2,000 Boxers attacked the French set- 
tlement, and were routed by the Rns- 
.sians.The British and .Tapanese forces, 
July 7, bombarded the Chine.se batter- 
ies. Toward evening Chinese shells 
penetrated the roof of the German 
consulate and caused an outbreak of 
tire, which was extinguished after 
slight damage had been done, 

London, July 12. — The Shanghai 
correspondent of the Express gives 
the text of a long edict of Prince 
Tuan, dated June 29, and addressed to 
the (,'hlnese ambassadors, which the 
Express declares is identical with the 
n.essage from Emperor Kwang Hsu 
mentioned by the Shanghai corre- 
spondent of the Daily Alail and with 
tfje Chinese edict published in Wa.sh- 
ington. The Expre.ss considers that 
tlie edict proves that Prince Tuan’s 
party is making an attempt to dis- 
guise the fact that the worst that 
could be anticipated has happened. 

The edict contains the follow’ing 
paragraphs: “The anger of our peo- 

ple knows no bounds. They could not 
be restrained, "li^le task of guarding 
the legations, which before was diffi- 
cult, was made impossible.” 

Elsewhere, referring to the desire 
to protect the legations still unharm- 
ed, it says: “If it is impo.ssible for us 

to continue this protection, let it be 
represented to the powers that w’e 
must be held blameless for the anger 
of our people grows with the rising 
of each sun that sees more and yet 
more foreigners and soldiers come to 
overrun and lay waste our country 
and slay our people.” 

The correspondent says the edict is 
intended to pave the way for a final 
lifting of the veil over the recent his- 
tory. 

London, July 12. — The Chinese situ- 
ation again bears a most ominous as- 
pect, Eighteen days ago Sir Robert 
Hart dispatched his last message, de- 
claring that the situation was des- 
perate, and since then no word has 
come from the Europeans in Peking. 

According to the Daily Afail’s 
Shanghai correspondent, Li Hung 
Chang has received an imperial de- 
cree ordering his immediate departure 
for Peking, presumably to break the 
news of the Peking tragedy to the 
European powers, and, in his usual 
role of negotiator with Europe in dif-, 
ficult matters, to endeavor to act as 
mediator and to avent the vengeance 
of the powers. 

Gold Weather and Snow Storm*. 

Berlin. July 12, — Severe cold weath- 
er and snow storms are reported to 
have occurred in the Bavarian .Alps. 
.At Oberammergau snow fell for three 
days. The districts around Lake Con- 
stance are also reported to have been 
visited by severe storms. 

Ft. Wool Will Be Fortified. 

Norfolk, Va., July 12. — Ft. Wool, or 
the Riprap.s. is to be fortified. The 
plans are prepared and the estimates 
have been asked for and received. The 
cost will be in the neighborhood of 
$300,000. .

ORIGIN OF SCUTAGE. 

A Feudal Tax That AXam Exacted ia 
the Tliuc of Henry II. 
of EnKland. 

The tax or feudal payment known 
as "scutage” is in all our books de- 
scribed as a device introduced by 
Henry II. in 115G or 1151), by which 
his tenants in chief, the feudal nobleu 
of England, were allowed or required 
to pay a fixed sum in money in lieu 
of the fulfillment of the military re- 
quirements of their tenure, that is, to 
serve the king in the field with a cer- 
tain number of followers. This, sajrs 
the International Monthly, was sup- 
posed to have had the twofold advan- 
tage — indeed, to have been introduced 
for the twofold purjiGse — of providing 
the ambitious king with money with 
which to hire a more mobile anff ef- 
fective military force, and of weak- 
ening the military habits of the great 
va.ssahs. It appears, however, on close 
er investigation, that scutages had 
been collected before the time of Henry 
II., and that thei' were not so mucli- 
commutations of military service as 
a special form of feudal iinpo.sition 
.scarcely distinguishable from the aid 
or the donum, though, it is true, col- 
leete<l w'hen otherwise a summons to 
«vtual military service might have 
been expected. This is not the onlj 
instance where a closer study of the 
records has recently deprived famous 
rulers of the traditional credit of ini- 
tiating far reaching lines of policy.

The national zoological gardens of 
Washington are to be enriched b^' a 
collection of all the native animals 
of the United Btates, and the work of 
securing these specimens is being ac- 
tively pushed, .\mong the most inter- 
esting of these animals will be the 
mohntain sheep of Colorado.

.\mong these youths was .\bdul Hamid, 
the present sultan, who not only plays 
himself, but has also seen to it that 
his numerous children have had a good 
musical edneation. 

Guatelli Pasha is proud to be almost 
as great a favorite at the Turkish court 
a.s Donizetti had been. aMd he was an 
especial favorite of Sultan Abdul 
Aziz, •whose unhappy fate is now a 
matter of history. It was because of 
this friendship •with Abdul Aziz that 
the present sultan, when he ascended 
the throne, never made a favorite of 
Guatelli Pasha, but he permitted him 
to keep his rank and his high salary’, 
and only gave him a temporary substi- 
tute in the persork of .\randa Pasha, a 
Spanish musician, who is a great favor- 
ite with the present sultan. Guatelli 
Pasha was a very’ kind-hearted man, 
and in the days of his power always 
^ave a warm welcome to musicians on 
tour who visitediConstantinople. Most 
artists who played before the late sul- 
tan owed their introduction to the 
genial Italian, and they were general- 
ly duly grateful, for it is the custom at 
the Turkish court to give a virtuoso a 
substantial sum for a court concert, in 
addition to' some glittering decoration. 
Gu.'itelli Pasha was 84 years of age 
when he died the other day.
